According 
lo the Wf^fir' Company's proposition 
the^jefity lb to bo provided In the first 
inatance by. it and It is subsequently 
to be relmbttted by the city. It Is 
possible. If Xot likely, tnat the Water 
Company,-to get this money will sell 
Its six per cent, bonds at a discount 
possibly aa much as fifteen per cent. 
This means that Ihe City will ultimate- 
ly have to stniid this rate of inerest 
ami discount. My plan prevents the 
possibility of such a happening. The 
VAly Itself can provide the means in 
tlie first instance by selling its five 
per cent, bonds to its own citizens. 
|)Ossibly at a premium, rcrliiinly not 
less than par. and Ibcroby prevent 
Ihe possibility of its having to pay so 
great a cost for iIip inone.v. 

Second. 'I'ln' City sliould have

like WUUam Cowper'a "Anntomy i>f 
Hnmaa B<iillea," 1608, nud (^nlpppper s 
"Aatrologtail Jndipnent uf I ■Isouim's." 
JtlSi'i, both publMied Id Uiudon, are in 
the Kngllsli ot Uiut time. ' 

These books were purchused by 
Transylvania long airo, when booky 
\ ere costly iinrl few. Dr. Charles 
" iildH.'ll, of ilie .Medical Cllefre of 
Triins.v IVMMla, took with him to Paris 
in 1821 the sniii of scvchkm ji thou- 
sand dollars witli which to hiiy hooks 
lor the medical llhmry, nnd tln";.' 
books still are consulted by Uiu inedl- 
<-al exports of America, who can find 
ihem nowhere elae. Ur. Caldwell 
found that beciitue of the atormy timus 
m Franca laiiny llbrurles which had 
belaDged to Fretidinien heretofore in 
the wealthy classes hud found their 
way to the booksellers' shelves. 

"1 found and pui'cbiiKed." he says in 
his report, "no Inionslderahle number 
of the cliolic.it works of ili.' fathers of 
iiiedicliio, from 1 lii)po< iiites to the rc» 
vlvi\l of li'ttt'is-works uiiicri in no 
other way, and perhaps at no oth>M' 
tirae, could have been collected so 
readily and certainly ond on tenns so 
farorable, either in I'aria or any other 
city of the worl^ Hence the decided 
xnperiority of Trensylvanla'a medical 
library, in those works, to any other 
In the west and soulh, and pjvbably In 
the whole United States." 

Dr. I'oter ond Dr. Itnsh, of the med- 
ical school, in J83'.i nwde luiother for- 
elRn purchase for the medical colle;;e, 
when they spent eleven thousand dol- 
lars for bookH ond apparatus in I.iou- 
don and I'urls. One of Daguerre's 
cameras, lirst t'lven to the world lii 
that year, is nmonit Ihe nppnratiis th.ty 
brought oack to Lexington, and it Is' 
today in Xranaylvnnln'a mnaeom, along 
with other tare nnd coxtly apparatus 
of that early date. 

1'hls raodlcul library ia practically 
Intact, and is rich In rare material i'<>r 
the medical student and author. Print- 
ed in the clean, clear type of the pe- 
riod, their bindings ore fuch a.s to ile- 
llght the eye of the hook lover luoi 
connoisseur. 

The collection of medh-al botaii es 
and works on natural history e.speci il- 
ly are Interesting and show the Ini u- 
ence «f Baflnfequc hlinflelf, who f»r 
seven years, from ]8U> to 1826, vas 
the head of thiii deijurtnieiit In Traii- 
•ylvania. Among the bird books there 
ia the set of Alexander Wilson, pi h- 
llshed In Plilladelphlu from 18U6 to 
1818, with five volumes n<lded to It 
about twenty years later by Charles 
Luclen Bonaparte; (ieorge Edwards' 
"Natural History of Birds" and 
■Cleanings of Katnr.il History," pnh. 
Ilshed In London, ITIII to 1764; "'I'iie 
Natural History of Carullna, Florhhi 
and the Baltamn lalanda." by Mark 
Oatesby, published In London tn 1771; 
nil large vulnmea with beautiful, dear 
cat plates. Besides these, there la the 
''Dlrtionairre des Sciences Naturelles' 
of M. Dumont de Suinte-Or»ix, printed 
in Paris between J816 and 1836^ pmb 
iihly tlie most artlattcelljr tlluatrated of 
any in the set. 

The llrst publliution on Ihe general 
botany of Nortli America is In tlils 
library. It U the "Flora Uoreall-Amer 
icana" of Andreas MIchaux, pohllshed 
in I'arlB In 1808. . Tlu-re are also 
"Flora VinclBlca," by John CUiyton 
published lu Leydeu In ITiU; WUUam 
C. H, Barton's '"Jlio non» of North 
America," pabUidied lu I'lilbMMphla h 
UQ8, and many otliera of aqonl ii: 
tarest.
